The decision to form the Vulcan 
Rural Fire Protection Co - opera¬ 
tive Association, and set up a 
slate of officers to supervise the 
purchase and administration of a 
pumper truck, was reached at a 
formative meeting held Thursday, 
Dec. 15. 

The meeting, attended by about 
40 farmers and Vulcan residents 
and with Board of Trade president 
Doug Galbraitn as chairman, was 
highlighted by the descriptive color 
film of other similar associations 
shown jointly by two guests. De¬ 
puty f ire Commissioner of the 
Province, J. H. McKay, and In¬ 
spector Archie Kennedy, both of 
Edmonton. 

Over 160 questionnaires favoring 
such an association have been turn¬ 
ed in so far and with the drive not 
yet completed, more questionnaire- 
forms have been left at the office 
of Mayor Lundy Findlay, available 
to anyone who has not yet filled 
one out 

As a temporary source of relief 
of country folk, a Civil Defence 
pumper unit has recently been 
posted to Vulcan. The presence of 
this truck will enable the Vulcan 
Fire Brigade to leave town in~the 
event of a country call. 

It was emphasized by officials 
that the truck is not a permanent 
fixture. It may be recalled at any 
time so the urgency of the pro¬ 
posed fire truck purchase is as 
great as ever.

Briefs Presented At 
Hutterite Meeting 


About 300 people, all but a few 
opposed to the establishment of a 
new Hutterile colony near- Cayley, 
attended a heating of the Com¬ 
munal Properties Control Board at 
High River last Friday. The board 
reserved its recommendation on 
whether or not the Huttertan 
Brethren would be allowed to buy 
seven sections of land near the vil¬ 
lage of Cayley, land owned by 
farmer-businessman Roy Hender¬ 
son. 

Mr. Henderson praised the Hut- 
terites as being ‘‘the best farmers 
In the province," but a brief pre¬ 
sented by 0. H. Galbraith, presi¬ 
dent of the Vulcan District Board 
of Trade, said that the Hutterites' 
high birth rate combined with their 
expansion alms arrd a decline in 
the rural population as forecast by 
the Gordon Commission on Can¬ 
ada’s. economic prospects could re¬ 
sult in widespread sub-standard 
fanning by the Hutterite colonies 
in Southern Alberta. 

Representing Mr. Henderson, 
Calgary lawyer James Palmer said 
that there were only two married 
couples and two children now ltv- 


SERVICE BOARD NOTES

It was in the public interest to 
have the property sold to the Hut- 
teries and farmed by them. 

A combined brief from 21 dis¬ 
trict farm, social and cultural or¬ 
ganizations was presented by 
Mayor Ross Kilis of High River 
und charged that the Hutterites do 
not accept or practice civic re¬ 
sponsibility, reaping all the bene¬ 
fits of living in Canada but accept¬ 
ing none of the responsibilities. 
The communal way ot life of the 
Hulterian Brethren "is not compa¬ 
tible with and cannot be integrat¬ 
ed with our democratic structure 
where each citizen accepts definite 
responsibilities along with certain 
privileges and lights.” 

The brief said that SCI,000 worth 
of business a year from the Hen¬ 
derson land would be lost to the 
Cayley district if the Hutterite ap¬ 
plication was grunted and that the 
community's social and cultural 
life would also suffer, as the Hul- 
terltes take no part in local affairs. 

Urging the federal government 
to accept some ot the responsi¬ 
bility, th brief said that when "this 
group of people" was allowed to 
enter the country with social pri¬ 
vileges the federal government 
actually entered a contract that 
was detrimental to the Canadian 
citizen. 

The hearing was quiet and 
orderly, but opposition to the 
further expansion of Hutterite 
colonies appeared to be firm.
